cause in themselves they deserve notice 
Take, for instance,.the pendant of gold 
and enamel. The design is odd. A woman 
of gold is enshrined in white enamel. This 
white enamel forms the principal material 
of the pendant, and is cut and curved into 
slender strips on either side of the 
“shrine,” the ends blossoming into a 
flower, bearing a resemblance to the 
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edelweiss. Three long, slender pendant 
pearls complete this beautifully cold, 
chaste neck ornament. 

In sharp contrast to the edelweiss pen 
dant is one composed of four faces 
grouped around a central ruby; not witcn 
faces exactly, but rather those of enchant 
resses, with features modeled in gold; 
strands of flying gold hair—hair of reddish, 
of bluish, of greenish tints—are twisted 
around and about the heads, partly re 
vealing, partly concealing the faces. The 
pendant jewel is a pearl. And lastly to be 
noticed is the Medusa mask pendant by 
Wolfers, who introduces into this design 
fish instead of the snakes with which we 
are accustomed to associate every Medusa. 
The twisting, writhing mass of gold fish, 
jeweled with emeralds, form the crown 
piece and may well account for the look 
of distress depicted on the face of the mask 
—a mask of carved ivory, with eyes of 
opals. The chain is of gold, with orna

ments of jeweled fish; a ruby link on either 
side connects it with the mask. A twisted, 
eel-like creature, coiled about the chin, 
drops from its mouth a pearl. 

Though the Exposition is now to be 
counted among the glories of the past, and 
though the visitor of another time may 
not find the collections of French art 
designs and art jewels conveniently—for 
him—housed under one roof, he can, never- 
theless, feast his eyes, satisfy his soul in 
any one of the fine jeweler’s shops, where 
will be found rich examples of the new 
art as demonstrated in gold and jewels 
at the Paris Exposition. 

Zavalza & Pena, who own a jewelry store 
on Calle de la Libertad, Chihuahua, Mexi- 
co, were the victims of a bold robbery last 
month. The thieves gained an entrance to 
the building by descending to the work- 
room in the back of the building through 
the opening which admits light for the 
workmen. A large butcher knife which 
they left is the only thing which might fur 
nish a clue as to their identity. The 
thieves took with them the contents of 16 
trays, containing jewelry to the value of 
over $500, and a few minor articles.

HE Director of 

Precious Metals the Mint, at 
Used by Jewelers. Washington, D. C., 
has for many years 


made an estimate of the amount of gold 
and silver consumed in this country in our 
industrial arts and manufactures, which 
estimate has been based upon the bullion 
supplied by the mints and assay offices, as 
well as the figures from private refineries 
and manufacturers to whom inquiry has 
been sent on this subject. For the last de- 
cade, however, experts have seriously ques- 
tioned the estimates of the coin in circula- 
tion and coin consumed in the arts, 
made by the Bureau of the Mint on these 
figures and on the table based on an elab- 
orate investigation made in 1885. To re- 
move all doubts on this subject and to 
accurately determine the consumption of 
gold and silver, both bars and coin, in the 
industrial arts in the United States, the 
Director of the Mint, last December, sent 
circulars to jewelers throughout the coun- 
try, asking as a favor that the jewelers fill 
out the blank showing the amount of coin 
or bars, gold or silver, which they con- 
sumed either in their repair work or in 
manufacturing. The returns from these 
inquiries, though by no means complete, 
served to make much more accurate the 
figures on the consumption of gold and 
silver, in the last report of the Director of 
the Mint, and an effort will now be made 
to obtain even fuller returns for the 
next report. With this object view a 
circular and blank, similar to that sent out 
last year, will be issued in January to all 
manufacturers using gold or silver, as well 
as to all jewelers, including those who do 
even the smallest of repair work, with the 
request that the recipients fill in the fig- 
ures required. As the result of these fig- 
ures will be of great serviceable value, it 
is to be hoped that every jeweler receiving 
a blank will fill it out accurately to the 
best of his ability and return it at once to |

It is not claimed 
that any manufacturer is required by law 
to give the information, but, as there is no 
reason why he should not and every reason 
why he should, for the benefit of all, it is 
confidently hoped that the responses from 
the jewelry trade to the Department’s new 
circular, soon to be sent out, will be as 
complete and satisfactory as the authori- 
ties of the Mint can desire.

“How to Creat Customers—How to - Sell.”

T is a truism that human nature is “much 

of a muchness” all the world over. The 
stallkeepers at the Paris Exhibition, with 
their unique opportunities of judging, 
would probably concede this point. But 
an experience extending nearly 20 
years leads me to the apparently opposite 
conclusion that no two persons are alike! 
A cut-and-dried plan for the treatment of 
customers would lead to the same result, 
in the majority of cases—the speedy dis- 
missal of the assistant carrying out the sys- 
tem. The motto of the salesman who 
wishes to succeed should be the apostolic 
one, “all things to all men.” 

Large sales depend primarily upon the 
character of the goods for disposal. Given 
an incompetent buyer, or an employer bent 
upon securing cheap lots at knock-down 


over 


prices, irrespective of quality, the salesman 
stands no chance of permanent 
The same rule applies to manufacturers 
themselves. The problem is not “How to 
sell off stock,” but how to secure regular 
custom and build up a permanent trade. 

The first rule is, therefore: Keep a good 
supply of wares. Good as to quality, worth, 
variety and up-to-date-ness. 

The second is also important: Display 
effectively. Attractive windows, well ap 
pointed showcases and counters, and a 
comfortable and roomy shop. 

The third rule, though not in due order, 
may be mentioned here: Execute orders 
in a business-like way. Invoices, packing 
and prompt delivery must be seen to 
properly. 

The heart of the matter, however, con 
cerns the capacity and characteristics of 
the salesman. In a sentence, he must be a 
cross between an ambassador and a can 
didate for Congress! Gentlemanly in man- 
ner, well dressed, but not a dude; suave, 
but not soapy; competent and self-reliant, 
but not conceited. He should understand 
the technicalities of the goods he is selling 
and be able to advise intelligently as to 
their particular merits. Above all he must 
be quick in gauging character, able to 
“reckon up” his customers, grasp their re- 
quirements and furnish their particular 
needs. The dress, manner and speech af 
ford indications to the practiced eye. His 
customer will want something showy and 
even gaudy; another will be better pleased 
with neat and yet substantial wares; a 
third is only anxious as to the fashionable- 
ness of the required article. A correct 
“diagnosis” is a necessary precedent to 
business 


success. 


A few general hints as to treatment of 
customers may now be given: It is a mis 
take to over-persuade people to buy arti 
cles to which they raise objection. “Badger- 
ing” aggravates us all. Importunity may 
overcome opposition, but it does not lead 
to further business.- We naturally avoid a 
shop where we have been induced to buy 
something we did not want or do not like 
The art of successful selling has something 
in common with that of an actor. The 
seller should appear as much interested, or 
even engrossed, in the matter in hand as 
the buyer. Nothing acts more like a wet 


-blanket on business than apparent indif 


ference on the part of the salesman. Some 
assistants think a brisk, hurried manner is 
the correct thing. If the customer has to 
catch a train it may be, but as a rule shop 
pers are not in any hurry.’ The conflict 
between wasting time and hurrying or 
“chivying” customers can only be recon 
ciled by the paradox, “hasten slowly.” 

A further point of some importance is 
the cultivation of a good memory for faces 
It is curious how pleased people are at 
being remembered. I am engaged in a 
business where customers come regularly 
but at long intervals, and have often had 
occasion to notice this fact. It flatters a 
man’s vanity (and a woman’s, too!) to b« 
able to mention his name, after an interva 
fa year or so. At the same time, famil 
arity should be initiated on the outside o! 
the counter. “Hail, fellow, well met!’ 
manners frequently offend. 

In recommending goods over-praise 
more prejudicial than under-estimation 
Some room must be left for the buyer’s 
observation. He will probably notice cer 
tain excellences, and in his inexperienct 
over-estimate their monetary equivalent. A 
frank acknowledgment of obvious defects 
or disadvantages also discounts their rela 
tive importance. 

It is a practice with bargat 
hunters and others to enlarge on the met 
its of goods supplied by rival firms. Th 
novice will, perhaps, in reply, make derog 
atory remarks as to the concerns in que 
tion. This is mostly a mistake; it is 
safer rule never to speak ill of a competin 
house. It is a dignified course to say, th 
without examining the goods in questio 
you cannot fairly express an opinion. 
have found it a good plan to go a litt! 
further and say a few words in praise 
rivals, e. g.: “We have always found S 
and-So very fair competitors, and althoug! 
I think we can do as well for you, we don 


common 























wish to run them down.” It is something 
like what the critics call “Damning with 
faint praise.” In relation to prices, such 
phrases as “under cost,” “cheapest in the 
trade,” “dirt cheap,” ‘rock-bottom price” 
should be avoided. They deceive fools but 
prejudice sensible customers. Such “cheap- 
Jack” devices are unworthy of honest busi- 
ness. And it is unwise to pretend to give 
preference to particular customers; quot- 
ing certain prices as “below our regular 
price.” 

These hints refer specially to retail con- 
cerns. Wholesale trade is carried on un- 
der special conditions, which are not con- 
sonant with some of the remarks made 


above Q.

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CHAPTER V. 
HOW TO CLEAN A WATCH PROPERLY. 


CLEAN watch, tree ot scratches or marks of any 
kind, coming from the hands of a watchmaker, 
is one of the criterions of a good workman. Of 

course, every watchmaker knows, or ought to know, 
how to clean a watch, and it may seem superfluous, if 
not arrogant, to tell them how to do it. The methods 
in vogue, however, differ greatly, and the question may 
arise, Which of them is the best? 

It is only in the recent past that we were accustomed 
to see watchmakers behind show-windows—and the 
sight may still be had in some out-of-the-way country 
store—brushing away for dear life, at a movement, with a 
brush filled with chalk, cleaning it (?), the while he was 
looking out of the window in a vacant stare, or watching 
the passers-by, unmindful and unconscious of the fact 
that he was brushing off all the gilding or scratching 
off ull the damaskeened surfaces of his customer's watch, 
not to mention the still more serious fact that he was 
depositing more dirt in the recesses of the plate and 
pinions than he could ever get out again. No watch- 
maker who cares anything for his reputation would claim 
now, at least not in public, that the chalk and brush 
method is a good one. All the improvements on this 
method, however, are not equally entitled to recom- 
mendation. The answer to the question, How can we 
properly clean a watch, in the shortest possible time, with- 
out risking its deterioration in point of appearance must 
decide the method that is worthy of it. 

I know this question will be answered variously by a 
multitude of workmen, not a few of whom will claim 
that their method is the best; but where there is a dif- 
ference there always is a choice, and, counting myself, 
with due modesty, among this number, I think it well, 
considering the importance of the subject, to close my 
work with a description of my own. My method is that of 
washing the pieces in soap and water, at least the plates, 
bridges and wheels, rinsing them in alcohol and drying 
them in sawdust. To state it more in detail: On taking 
the watch apart I place all the pieces ima glass jar con- 


taining gasoline; thence they are taken and wiped on a 
clean rag. So far as all the steel parts are concerned, 
with the exception of brushing off afterwards any lint 
that may adhere to them, that is generally sufficient to 
make them clean. But the plates, bridges and wheels 
[ afterwards dip in a solution of cyanide of potassium, to 
remove any tarnish, rinse them in cold water, wash them 
in hot water (if I can get it), rinse them again in clean, 
cold water, and lay them in a glass dish containing al- 
cohol, whence they are thrown into a sieve containing 
fine boxwood sawdust and thoroughly dried. The only 
care to be taken with them afterwards is that of brush- 
ing off the fine sawdust that may adhere to the pieces, in 
the recesses of the plates or the jewel holes and pinions; 
except when the oil, in form of a dry crust, is not removed 
in the process of washing, which sometimes is the case, | 
never use a pegwood to peg out a jewel hole, the latter 
coming out of the bath perfectly clean. To most watch- 
makers this process appears considerable of a job. They 
have what they call shorter methods that are, as they 
claim, just as good. With a strong doubt on the latter part 
of the claim, I would say that, so far as the consuming 
of time is concerned, all depends upon how we are or- 
ganized as to facilities for doing the work. On the score 
of cleanliness, no one will deny that the washing process 
is the process “par excellence,” and if our object is to 
get a watch thoroughly clean, looking like new and 
without a scratch on the surfaces, I believe the washing 
process is the shortest one I have examined. It certainly 
does not consume any more time, if we are properly pre- 
pared, than the old-fashioned brushing with chalk, etc., 
does. If we haven’t convenient access to a sink with 
running water from a faucet, we may have a small side 
cabinet or commode in a suitable corner where the room 
is not so valuable, on which we constantly have two 
bowls of water, one clean for rinsing and the other for 
washing, together with a dish of soap, a glass jar con- 
taining alcohol, and another containing the solution of 
cyanide of potassium. This being always in readiness, it 
takes but a moment at any time to wash any piece, and 
it certainly does not consume any more time to wash 
the plates, bridges and wheels than to clean them prop- 
erly—granting that this could be done—in any other 
way. Besides, to economize time, we can arrange our 
work in such a way that we can wash two or more 
watches at one sitting. Not only that, but the work of 
washing is so simple that any person, a boy or a girl, can 
be taught to do it just as well as we can do it ourselves. 
I may mention the fact that when I had charge of a 
number of workmen, I employed a girl to do the wash- 
ing for all of us. Each of us would take his watches 
apart, making all necessary repairs while taking them 
down, and laying the pieces of the entire movement into 
the jar with gasoline. The girl would collect these jars, 
wash the contents of each separately, wipe and clean 
all the steel parts and return the pieces to each in trays, 
all clean and ready to be put together. On the score of 
safety, I do not recollect a single piece ever having been 
broken or lost in her washing, and she handled all the 
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wheels and all the little screws. 


\t another time | em- 
ployed one man specially to do all the cleaning only of 
watches needing otherwise no repairs. He would take 
apart two or three of them and lay them all into the same 
jar of gasoline, and, when ready, go and wash them at 
one sitting. There is no difficulty as to separating the 
pieces belonging to different movements. ‘Thus, it may 
be seen that the washing process offers advantages in 
the way of saving time which no other process does. 

In order to clean a watch properly, certain precau 
tions, as well as certain preparations, are necessary. 
Your alcohol, your gasoline and your water must be 
clean, and your cyanide must not be too strong nor 
old. Your brushes, too, must be in good order. As to 
brushes, at least two of them are absolutely necessary, 
and they must be specially prepared. It is a well known 
fact that old brushes work better and scratch the surface 
less than new ones. This is because the ends of the 
bristles are rounded and smoothed by constant use. We 
can prepare new brushes, artificially, in the same way 
that will be much superior to old ones. We commence 
by selecting for the purpose only those of the finest and 
softest goat hair, with four rows. Taking a piece of 
sandpaper of medium coarseness and about a foot square, 
we lay it on a flat board and rub the brushes to and fro 
on it in every direction, just as if we intended to brush 
off all the sand, using enough pressure to bend the hair, 
so that the latter will rub on the side instead of on the 
ends only. After continuing this process a little while, 
it will be found that the ends of the bristles, instead of 
being square and rough, as they were when we bought 
them, have become tapering to a fine long and soft 
point, and the brush smooth as silk to the touch. Sucha 
brush, when clean, will not leave a scratch on the most 
delicate surface, and it will be found that the tapering 
points of the bristles will go through the smallest jewel 
holes, enabling us to brush out any fine dust that may 
have remained in them in the process of drying in the 
sawdust. The workman may have a number of brushes 
thus prepared, but two are absolutely necessary—one to 
wash with and one to dust with—and they should alter 
nate in the work: the one that was used for washing

[In taking down a watch for cleaning and repairing, 
examine it well and make all the repairs before cleaning 
it, so as to avoid the necessity of taking it down again 

hen clean, for some_matter overlooked, which is 
always a source of annoyance, and makes us liable t 
soil it. When putting it together, oil the pivots as you 
proceed, for fear of forgetting one or the other. Wher 
ever pivots run on endstones, oil should be put on the 
endstones before screwing them down or pushing them 
to place. If this precaution is neglected and the oil is 
put only into the oil cup of the jewel, it frequently hap 
pens that it never runs back against the surface of the 
endstone, and the pivot will as a consequence run dry 
on it. Of course, it is necessary to put oil into the cup 
of the jewel also, before replacing the pivot that is to run 
init. It may not be amiss to add that special precautions 
should be taken when washing and drying the balance in 
order to prevent the possibility of rust settling on it o1 
on the balance spring, it not being necessary to take off 
1e latter when washing it. It should, in the first place, 
ye dipped but a moment in the cyanide; then thoroughly 
rinsed in running water. Use plenty of soap and water 
in washing it, dip but a moment in the aleohol—from five 
to ten seconds—and dry immediately in the sawdust 
To make sure of this it should be run through fresh saw- 
dust two or three times. The same precautions are ap 
plicable to the washing and drying of the fork and pallet 
\gain, when brushing off the adhering sawdust, examine 
well and see that it is clean and dry, using the clean 
brush freely on it. I know workmen who dip their work 
in cyanide, rinse in standing water without washing and 
dip in alcohol and dry in sawdust. This is exceedingly 
reprehensible practice. They do it to save time, and at 
the risk of having the parts rusty in a little while after 
wards. 

Such, in brief, is a method of cleaning a watch which

Correction in the Play of a Watch Wheel.

[his is the excessive play of the p 
the stones. If the defect is slight it can 
be remedied by a tool; but such a method, 
when much force is necessary, involves 
too much risk of bending the pinions or 
wheels and deteriorating the movement. 
It is better to change the pinion or to re- 
place the stone by one thicker, if a suit- 
able one is at hand. But a process which 
changes nothing in the position of the 
bridges or wheels consists in adjusting a 
very small round or washer on one of the 
pivots. This is the process: 

At the extremity of a softened watch- 
spring bore a hole of the size of a pivot, 
and with a file rough out a little washer of 
the size necessary without separating it 
from the spring of which it is a part, which 
will aid in soldering it on the pivot with 
just sufficient tin solder to keep it firm 
The spring will receive the flame of the 
soldering lamp, and the color of the pivot 
will not be affected. The work is finished 
by breaking off the end of the spring and 
turning carefully on the lathe, using a very 
fine pointed graver so as not to detach 
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the little piece. When this operation has

Conversion of Clock Into an Alarm Clock. 


LECTRICITY, the larger 
services which it renders to industrial 
pursuits, can be utilized in many minor 
contrivances For instance, nothing is 
easier than to transform an ordinary clock 
into an alarm clock, provided there is an 
arrangement for electric bell ringing on 
the premises. 

It is sufficient to attach one of the con 
ducting wires to any metallic piece of the 
horological apparatus and the other wire 
to a rod supported horizontally on a ver 
tical stand, so that it shall come in con 
tact with the dial of the clock. 

The thickness of the rod must be such 
that, when placed opposite the hour de- 
sired for the alarm, the longer hand will 
pass freely over it, while the short hand 
will strike it at the right time and thus 
establish the necessary circuit for setting 
the striking train in action.

Glass Making at the Pan-American Expo- 
sition. 


a the United States and Canada there 

are 401 glass factories, having a com- 
bined capacity of 11,091 pots. This im- 
portance has developed by slow stages 
and many costly experiments. Every 
department of manufacture is represented 
in this long list, from the plate store 
front to the tiniest and most delicate 
trinket. In American countries, prac- 
tical considerations come first, the utilitar- 
ian qualities in any line of manufacture 
properly receiving the greatest attention. 
Artistic and decorative features follow as 
time and education create the demand. 
This is especially noticeable in the first pro 
duction of glass in America. 

Glass and glass ware at the Pan-Ameri- 
can Exposition will be represented his- 
torically, carefully illustrated with a 
view of showing its development along 
industrial lines from the first crude and 
clumsy productions to the finest cut glass 
table ware, delicate fabrics and highly 
tempered musical glasses. Many inter- 
esting processes will be shown and many 
articles made on the grounds. Glassware 
is sO common, the general public hardly 
stops to consider how it is made or 
where it comes from, and the importance 
to the country of a business which em- 
ploys so many men and circulates such 
volumes of money is little considered. 

The manufacture of glass mosaics has 
been maintained by the Italian Govern- 
ment for several centuries. The individ- 
ual artistic character of the workmen 
enter into this industry to a greater de- 
gree than in any other decorative art; in 
fact, the term fine arts would easily in- 
clude this production. In the first place, 
the study of color is exceedingly impor- 
tant. The materials of glass are mixed 
with the various coloring materials, which 
are chiefly metallic oxides, in a manner to 
form opaque colored enamels. The glass 
made in this manner is pressed into slabs 
which are cut into very small cubes or rec- 
tangular pieces. Shades and colors to the 
number of 30,000 are made in this manner, 
which are graded, carefully classified and 
registered. With these colored tints the 
picture is built up, being composed or 








copied as the artist decides, the decision 
in most cases being determined by the 
ability and character of the artisan. For 
copying, a work of one of the fine old 
Italian masters is usually chosen. The 
art is handed down in families from father 
to son, the artistic value of the work de- 
pending, of course, upon individual ability. 
The picture is compiled by inserting pieces 
or cubes of colored glass one by one in a 
setting of cement which dries to extreme 
hardness. Each piece is fitted by being 
ground at a lathe to the exact shape re- 
quired by the particular tint or color 
which it is destined to represent in the pic- 
ture, The process is extremely slow, and 
when completed in the rough, the surface 
is ground to a true surface and carefully 
polished. 

Another process which has been but lit- 
tle used for a century or more consisted 
of building a complete picture on each 
surface of the finished glass. The process 
consisted of building up on each side of a 
center web, by means of colored glass 
fibres which were fitted together with the 
utmost exactness and cemented by fusion 
into a solid mass. This was afterwards 
surfaced by hand. The process probably 
comprised the most intricate and pains- 
taking mode of building a picture that 
the ingenuity of man has ever devised. 

In Vienna, a process is worked which 
makes curled or frizzled yarn from glass 
The composition of the glass is peculiar 
and it is kept a careful secret. The ma- 
terial costs but little and the yarn is made 
rapidly. It is woven into fabrics, which 
are used for many different purposes, such 
as carpets, table linen, shawls, etc. A 
dress made for the Hawaiian Princess, 
Liliuokalani, was written and talked about 
some years ago, though the material has 
not become fashionable. A cloth is made 
having a warp of silk with a glass woof, 
which is very lustrous and pretty. 

It would be impossible to enumerate 
the extent or give an adequate idea of the 
scope of the glass exhibit at the Pan- 
American. Such a thoroughly classified 
history of glass, its usefulness and its or- 
nate value was never before attempted. 
Besides the exhibit proper, a glass factory 
will be in operation showing the process 
of manufacture in a great variety of arti- 
cles, from the crude materials to the finished 
produce.—HERBERT SHEARER.
